INIORS MUST TIAVE $50 


BEFORE 


MEDICARE PAYS DOCTORS 


Folks over 65 are reminded 
that once again the $50 yearly 
deductible has to be met before 
Medicare can pay doctor bills. 

Part B of Medicare, which pays 
for doctors' services, Outpatient 
hospital services, outpatient phys- 
ical therapy, home health visits 
and other medical services and 
supplies, provides that for each 
calendar year Medicare does not 
pay any of the first $50 of the} 
reasonable charges for covered 
services. If an individual's bills 
amounted to over $50 last year, 
Medicare would pay 80 per cent 
of the reasonable charges on the 
1968 bills beyond the $50, but be- 
ginning with services received in 
1969, the first $50 of the bills 
must be paid by the patient. 

Patients will probably not want 
to send in any doctor bills for 
1969 until the amount has gone 
over $50. However, all bills should 
then be sent in. Even though 
Medicare cannot reimburse any 
of the first $50 the bills are need- 
ed to show the patient has met 
the deductible. 

There is a special rule for peo- 
ple who did not have expenses 
amounting to $50 in 1968. In
